Wallace’s announcement that 
he will run for president as an 
independent candidate next year 
propelled Americans relations 
with Russia into the race as an 
issue, 

It apparently shook the politic- 
al structure of the party he serv- 
jed as vice-president and possibly 
potinehy the die from which the

1924. LaFollette polled 4,822,000 
votes, more than many observers 


think Wallace will get despite a 
vast increase in the electorate. 

But the same politicians .agree 
that Wallace’s attack in his Chi- 
speech last ‘night on 
what he called the ‘bipartisan re- 
actionary war policy” will require 
answering by the two major party 
candidates during the campaign. 

Wallace said that policy “is di- 
viding the world into two armed 
camps and making inevitable the 
day when American soldiers will 
be lying in their Arctic suits in 
the Russian snow.’

During the last six months the state government spent 
mearly twice as much as it did during the same period in 
1946. It’s income rose only two per cent. As a result the 
cash excess in the treasury dropped off more than one hun- 
dred million dollars in the past year. 

Increased allowances for public schools and more aid for | 
the needy aged and for the blind contributed to the greater 
outlay. The increase for the schools was made necessary by 
@ constitutional amendment. Aid for the aged and the 
blind was undoubtedly necessary. Increased expenditures 
over income should not continue, however, just because the 
state is fortunate enough to have a nice cash reserve. 

California has enjoyed tremendous revenues in the past 
few years, but we must not operate on the assumption that 
these will continue indefinitely on the same level. Incomes 
are likely to be high for many months but many observers 
will agree that doubling of expenditures is emptying the 
reserves too fast.

Sales Failed To Occur in 1947 


. The year 1947 for real estate 
dealers followed the pattern pre- 
dicted at the pveginning of the 
year. Real estate transactions 
were not as brisk as in 1946 but 
held up far better than many ex- 
perts had predicted. 


» Instead of the “bursting of the 
bubble” as had been forecast by 
some of the gloumter of real estate 
rophets dealers in the Ontario- 
pland area experienced a steady 
flow of business. 

Sales were off in this area from 

the previous year but most dealers 
attributed the drop to a cessa- 
tion of speculation. More sales 
‘were made to customers who 
bought as an investment rather 
than a gamble. 
. Demand for small homes con- 
tinued and in some cases increased 
While traffic in smaller homes fell 
off to a considerable extent. 

Sales followed the same pattern 
in 1947 that they did in 1945 and 
af Trade was brisk through 
he spring and summer months 
levelling off through September 
and October and then dropping as 
the year drew to a close. 

The month uf December was 
quite slow due to two reasons. 

1. With the approach of the 
holiday season family budgets 
were stretched to include gifts 
and holiday trips. 

2. The approach of taxpaying 
time caused many mould be pur- 
chasers to tighten their purse 
strings in order to meet their tax 
assessments 

One important reason for the 
slack in sales this year is the in- 
creased tightening of credit con- 
trols. Most dealers in the area 
were in favor of the limited credit, 
declaring they had rather make 
fewer substantial sales than a 
multitude of sales on which pay- 
ments might never ,be completed. 

The main feature of this year's 
business was the increase in the 
number of home owners from the
